I'VE ALWAYS FOUND FT pleasurable 
to be in a freaked-out state. Returning 
to normalcy after a wild experience is 
a cosy feeling.

I have to 
avoid the typical places, because it 
can turn into a bit of a meet-and- 
greet. I love everybody, but if I’ve 
missed the last three fuckin’ songs 
because of people tapping me on the 
shoulder, that’s no fun. 

DO YOU EVER GET RECOGNISED IN 
CRAZY-ASS PLACES? 

When it hit me was when I started 
doing a show in the States called 
Rockstar Supernova. Once you’re on 
primetime TV, that’s when shit gets 
weird. I was in a hotel, and an old-as- 
fuck couple were like, “Hey! Tommy 


Lee!”. There’s no fucking way they 
were Motley Criie fans, they’d been 
on their couch watching me at home. 
I thought, “This is fucking awkward”. 
AWESOME. YOUR FAME MUST GET 
YOU GOOD FREE SHIT, THOUGH... 

A car! I was at Sundance Film Festival 
where they just give tons of stuff to 
musicians and actors. These people 
walk around handing out clothes, 
and trips to Bora Bora, and they just 
want pictures of you. I looked at a 
Saab stand, and a month later they 
delivered me a fucking $60,000 car. 
Nothing's ever for free, but there 
was no catch. I was like, “Fuck! Cool! 
Thanks!” That was pretty dope. 
YOU’RE LIKE SUPER FAMOUS 
THOUGH. EVER BUG YOU OUT? 
Yeah... Dude, it’s really weird 
sometimes. It’s hard to explain 
because I’m on the inside looking 













concerts, and the drum solo would come, 
and I was excited but I’d look around 
and see everyone going for a beer. That 
bummed me out, knowing that guy was 
playing his balls off and nobody gave a 
fuck. So in the early days with Motley, 

I took the drum riser and tilted it up, so 
everyone had a bird's eye view and could 
see my feet and hands, and that I was 
chewing gum, singing and playing. I 
wanted to be entertaining enough that 
nobody would get a beer during that. 
They’d be like, “That motherfucker’s 
playing vertical! Everybody stay right 
here and watch this shit!
